IOO KWH used per month___ $3.00 


If a customer used IOO KWH .it his home in a month, 
the cost would be $4.80. If he used 200 KWH, the cost would 
be $7.80. 


As soon as the municipal system got well into operation, 
the Board of Public Works saw that these rates could be ma­ 
terially reduced, and this was done, until at the present time 
the rales for residence electric service are: 


First 
15 KWH used per month___ $1.00 
Next 
25 KWH used per month 
$1.25 
Next 
60 KWH used j>er month___ $1.80 
Next 
IOO KWH used per month___ $2.00 


If a customer uses IOO KWH at his home in a month, he 
pays $4.05 instead of $4.80, the former rate— a saving of 75c 
per month. If he uses 200 KWH in a month, he pays $6.05 
instead of $7.80, which he was paying when the municipal 
system began operations— a saving of $1.75 per month. 


All electric rates have been reduced in proportion to the 
above. 


With this same saving prevailing for each 200 KWH used 
each month of 1952, which is about the average residential

Miss. County Extension Notes

Wheat 
is 
giving 
Mississippi 
County farmers some worries. It is 
not because of the yield since it is 
apparent that an above average 
per acre yield will be produced on 
an acreage that is larger than us­ 
ual. It is the prospective price that 
gives them concern. Local buyers 
are generally predicting an open­ 
ing price of $1.70 to $1.75 per bu­ 
shel and they believe that the 
price may be considerably lower 
than that during the period of 
heavy movement. 
This price prospect comes as a 
sort of shock to many w’ho have 
been inclined to rest easy as far 
as prices are concerned. Doesn’t 
the government guarantee a loan 
of 90% of parity w hich can always 
be used to fall back on to get more 
than $2.20 for wheat if the market 
prices are too low? Yes, the gov­ 
ernment loan would give local 
farmers at least $2.28 a busfyjl /of 
number I wheat if requirements* 
arc met. And therein lies the ru b . 
—the grower to obtain a loan must 
have suitable storage and for a 
large number of farmers this stor­ 
age simply isrt’t available. I un­ 
derstand that the limited commer- J 
cial storage that was available to 
Mississippi County farmers is a ll, 
contracted. So it appears that any 
additional wheat 
storage space 
will have to be provided by farm- J 
era themselves on their own farm s.; 
A good many farmers will be I 
able to provide storage by work­ 
ing over empty, tenant houses aud 
other buildings on the farm. Oth­ 
ers may find that the difference in 
the loan value of wheat and the 
going market price will more than 
purchase grain bins or pay the 
cost of construction of other gran­ 
n ies. 
Recently the Secretary of Ag­ 
riculture issued a statement urg­ 
ing farmers to store as much 
wheat as possible not only to real­ 
ize more money for their grain but 
to make more orderly marketing 
possible and thereby tend to sta- 
balize the general price level. De­ 
tails of the procedure for obtain­ 
ing wheat loans may be obtained 
at the local PMA office. 
While I think it is advisable for 
farmers to use the loan to get 
higher returns from their wheat, 
I also think it very important that 
certain practices be followed to 
keep this wheat in good m arket­ 
able condition while in storage. 
The first step of course is to ar­ 
range for storage space. If farm 
storage is to be used it should be 
swept clean of trash and sprayed 
some days before the grain is to be 
stored with a I*Y% solution of 
DDT. Generous use 
should 
be 
made oi Warfarin about the stor­ 
age premises some days before 
the grain is stored to control rats 
and mice. This W arfarin should 
be 
kept 
about 
the 
premises 
through the entire storage period. 
It is important that moisture 
tests be run on numerous samples 
to determine the moisture content 
of the grain before it is put in 
storage. Unless there are facilities 
for moving the grain from one bin 
to another wheat should never go 
in storage with more than 13% 
miosture and perhaps it is more 
advisable to store grain with 12% 
or less moisture. 
Another 
extremely 
important 
m atter is that of keeping the grain 
free from weevil. A good step to 
take in this direction is to thor­ 
oughly mix with the grain as it is 
being stored a pyrethum com­ 
pound known as Pyrcnone. Be 
sure to use the form intended for 
wheat mixing 7>2 lbs. with each 
IOO bushels of grain. This material 
serves to prevent weevil infesta­ 
tion and is of little or no value if 
weevils are already present. 
Even 
though 
Pyrenone 
may 
have been mixed with the grain at 
the time of storage the surface 
area 
should 
be 
examined 
for 
weevil every ten days during the 
warm period. Upon the first sign 
of weevil a recommended fumi­ 
gant should be applied in accord-1 
nnce with instruction?. 


J. M. Wallace says that ho com­ 
pleted the harvest of 300 lbs. of 
Dixie Crimson clover seed per 
acre on June 2nd. The ten acre 
field was double disked and plant­ 
ed to corn by June 5. He is expect­ 
ing a volunteer crop of crimson 
clover in the corn this fall. 
"When I stopped at the Roy Cox 
farm last Friday I found him har­ 
vesting a m ixture of Barley and 
Dixie Crimson clover. The tw-o 
crops were seeded together last 
fall. Mr. Cox expects to break the 
land and seed to soybeans. While 
the breaking may turn the scat­ 
tered clover seed rather deep, he 
hopes to work enough seed to the 
surface in the cultivation process 
to get* a volunteer stand of crim- 
clover in the soybeans this 
fan. 
j lh e Missouri Experiment Sta­ 
tion started tests last fall in seed­ 
ing Dixie crimson clover on top of 
the ground without seed-bed pre­ 
paration or covering. The results 
wit! br watched with interest since 
it suggests the possibility of m ak­ 
ing successful seedings in corn, 
cotton, and other crops by air­ 
plane. However, unless proved to 
be practical by further tests this 
practice is not to be recommended.

Them Was the Inevitable Re­ 
sult. 
At the tender age of eight, little 


has had cabbage from the garden 
for several days now. 
From there we went to the 
home of Mrs. H. G. Simpson and 
viewed the outdoor living area of 
her lawn, then to the home of 
Mrs. L. A. Simpson and viewed 
quite a variety of shrubs and 
flowers.

University discussed with us the

Ella W heeler’s Muse had already 
caused her to become somewhat 
o.f a neighborhood celebrity as a 
writer of prose and rhyme. Ella 
was born in 1855 on a farm at 
Johnstown Center, Wisconsin. The 
youngest child of native Vermon­ 
ters, she had inherited her moth­ 
er’s literary ambitions. 
The thrill of having her work 
j published came to Ella in hor 
i fourteenth year when the New 
York Mercury printed some of her 
essays. This taste of success was 
so encouraging that she stepped 
up her production of poems, essays 
and stories and fairly bombarded 
the weeklies and magazines w'ith 
them. Frank Leslie’s Publishing 
House bought three of Ella’s poems 
for ten dollars, but rejection slips 
came most frequently. Then, when 
Leslie’s sent her a check for forty 
dollars, the budding young poet 
nearly fainted! 
School had developed into a 
boring affair for Ella Wheeler by 
this time, and the only subjects 
that appealed to her were gram­ 
mar, reading and spelling — the 
ones helpful to her writing. Leav­ 
ing country school, she was soon 
engaged in a w hirl of merrymaking 
parties and sports. Her older broth­ 
er and sister, believing the girl was 
wasting her time in pleasure-seek­ 
ing, convinced their parents that 
she should have more education. 
It meant a great sacrifice on the 
part of the family to send her, but 
at fifteen years of age Ella enroll­ 
ed at Madison University, later 
known as the University of Wis­ 
consin. It was an unhappy experi­ 
ence for the restless girl, however, 
and her mother consented to let 
her return home after a single 
term. 
Writing was definitely in Ella’s 
blood 
and 
during 
the 
ensuing 
fourteen years her success and 
fame grew rapidly. Then, in 1884, 
when she was tw’enty-nine, she 
was married to Robert M Wilcox, 
an eastern merchant whom she 
had met through a chance meeting 
in a Milwaukee jewelry store. 
Marriage became Ella and in 
moving to the east she realized 
one of her fondest dreams. Life

for her and Robert was full and 
rich. When they were not traveling 
in some faraway land, they lived 
in their beloved home, “The Bun­ 
galow,” on Short Beach at Bran­ 
ford, Connecticut where they en­ 
tertained many of the famous peo­ 
ple of the day. Ella was known, 
too, for her warmth and friend­ 
liness. She would walk in and out 
of her neighbor’s houses— without 
knocking and beggars were never 
turned away from her door. And 
all this time, Ella Wheeler Wilcox 
was writing the poetry and prose 
which won her international ac­ 
claim. 
The death of her husband in 1916 
was a cruel blow to her from which 
she never recovered and Ella’s 
death followed three years later. 
AFTERPIECE 
A strange 
tale is that of the 
flowering and subsequent wilting 
of Ella’s friendship with the Hoo­ 
sier Poet, James Whitcomb Riley. 
When little Ella Wheeler was a 
budding authoress at home on the 
family farm, a warm friendship 
between her and the then not so 
well 
known 
R i l e y 
developed 
through the medium of correspond­ 


ence. Their letters were full of 
wit and beauty and the Hoosier 
poet was free in his praise of Ella’s 
poems. 
Then 
occurred 
the 
personal 
meeting which caused all of the 
trouble. Ella and Mr. Riley both 
were visiting in Milwaukee and a 
meeting was arranged. It was to 
be a grand occasion, so Ella don­ 
ned a very modish black-and- 
cerulean gown and wore her hair 
with a full, fluffy “bang” in the 
front. Glowing with youthful radi­ 
ance, she left her room to meet her 
older friend. The moment he saw 
her, Riley severely criticized Ella 
for her “frivolous appearance!” 
In 
her 
Autobiography, 
Ella 
wrote, "Mr. Riley certainly bark­ 
ed in a way which caused my 
feline back to rise, and, instead of 
calling him ‘Jim ,’ I hissed in his 
face.” 
The two met a short time later 
and the quarrel resumed. Their 
third and last meeting, some eigh­ 
teen years later, happened when 
both were famous and Ella was 
living at the Westminster Hotel in 
New York. Mr. Riley was again 
so disagreeable that it was evident 


the two poets could never again 
be friends, It was their final wofU 
and meeting.

S E O U L (Ah— President Syngman 
Rhee has called on the U. S. to 
sign an immediate mutual defense 
pact W’ith South Korea to halt bit­ 
ter anti-armistice demonstrations 
that erupted into sporadic violence 
today. 
Even as the fiery old patriot 
asked his people to soften the fury 
of their demonstrations, another 
top government official told the 
Allies they could pull out of the 
w’ar if they wish. 
And staff officers put the finish­ 
ing touches on a truce agreement 
which couRI end nearly three years 
of fighting within a few days. 
Two members of the U. N. com­ 
mand truce team flew back to the 
advance base at Munson today, 
but there was no official sugges­ 
tion that a full-dress session might 
be called immediately. 
Rhee, in written replies to a 
newsman’s questions, said “ I need 
something concrete to show the 
people that our security has been 
guaranteed 
and that a defense 
pact w ill help.” U. S. President 
Eisenhower offered Rhee a joint 
defense pact after the impending 
armistice is signed. 
The 
seething 
demonstrations 
gained added fury in their fifth 
straight day. 
U. S. soldiers fired over the 
heads of school boys who stoned 
an Arm y wrecker, .list and rock 
fights erupted, youngsters stormed 
barbed wire barricades. 
And milling crowds continued to 
shout— “ Unification or death . . . 
Drive north . . . Drive north . . . ” 
Rhee again asserted his violent 
opposition to the armistice— which 
may come in a few days— in an­ 
swer to questions from Rolf Lam- 
born. correspondent for the Stock­ 
holm Tidningen. 
Calling the truce a “ flagrant 
sell-out” of his nation, Rhee said 
the United Nations now is “ going 
to wash its hands of the Korean 
entanglement.” 
Although not saying ss . utrlght,' 
the 78-year-old president intimated 
an immediate defense pact w'ould 
go a long way in w inning him over. 
“ If the U. S. government is 
ready to conclude a mutual secur­ 
ity pact,” Rhee wrote, “ it w’ill be 
a great encouragement to our peo­ 
ple so long as it is not conditioned 
as it is, by so perilous an armis­ 
tice.”

Agreement is espe­ 
cially easy for a citizen of Mich­ 
igan, a state boasting not 24 d j - 
ferent kinds of larceny, but 82, 
according to our count. Michigan J 
not only has the usual variations 
on the theme, such as larceny by 


bailee, by embezzlement, fraud, 
etc., it also draws a distinction be­ 
tween larceny from a blackberry 
or from a blueberry patch. We 
have larceny of foxes and of il­ 
luminating gas, 
from churches, 
from gas stations and from rail­ 
road depots. We have one law on 
larceny from burning buildings 
and another for those under con­ 
struction. We have larceny of gar­ 
den truck, of dogs, of ginseng and 
of railroad rolling-stock. 
It can be agreed that whenever 
the Legislature again gets around 
to codifying Michigan penal laws, 
a glance at Wisconsin’s new code 
might be in order.—Detroit News.

Part of our New Testament is 
a letter which Paul wrote to the 
Christian 
churches 
of 
Galatia 
which he and his companions had 
founds 
nd re-visited on their 
great 
mary journeys. 
TI 
churches had been estab­ 
lisher at great cost in personal 
sacrifice and suffering on Paul’s 
part. In establishing these church­ 
es and maintaining them, Paul 
was opposed both by the gross 
heathenism of the time and place 
and also by the influence of the 
Jews who lived in the Galatian 
province and were ever active in 
opposing the spread of Christiani­ 
ty. 
Also the inhabitants of Galatia 
were a mixture of various nation­ 
alities and were noted for their 
fickleness and instability. The Ga­ 
latian Christians were having a 
hard time meeting opposition and 
some of them had committed sins 
unbecoming a Christian. 
Understanding their temptations 
and opposition, Paul was the bet­ 
ter able to cope with them, hence, 
in his letter to them, he not only 
mentions the sins which were be­ 
setting the Galatian churches, but 
he also points the way to over­ 
come those sins. 
The great truths contained in 
Paul’s letter to the Galatians, 
written 55 to 58 years A.D. and 
probably from some place in Eu­ 
rope, are both an earnest plea 
for a detailed description of Chris­ 
tian liberty. 
Paul not only pleaded with the 
Galatians to be free, free in the 
Gospel of Jesus Christ, but he also 
tells them what such freedom is. 
Paul contended, and rightly so, 
that only the Christian is free; 
that there is no real freedom ex­ 
cept that given to mankind by 
the blessed gospel of the Liberat­ 
ing Christ. 
And he so pleaded with the Ga­ 
latians to be free to think, to do, 
to be. 
More than that, Paul admonish­ 
ed them that it was their duty to 
help others to be free. 
Paul 
mentions two ways in 
which men can be free. 
The first is by forbearance. 
Paul made it plain that the 
Christian shall assume his place of 
responsibility to the community in 
wrhich he lives. He shall do his 
best to throw every safeguard 
around the w’eak, the young, the 
irresponsible, the tempted, the dis­ 
couraged. He must realize and 
practice the great truth that he is 
his brother’s keeper. That, accord­ 
ing to Paul, is being free. 
At the same time Paul would 
have all Christians to know that 
they cannot shift the responsibility 
for their behavior and their own 
spiritual condition onto the other 
fellow. We are all free moral 
agents. We must assume responsi­ 
bility for our own acts. 
Another 
way 
in 
which 
the 
Christian can exercise freedom, 
according to Paul, is to be liberal. 
Not only does Paul admonish 
the Christian in his forbearance in 
all his dealings with his fellow’ 
man IS liberal. 
Now’ don’t get toe wrong mean­ 
ing for “liberal.” It doesn’t mean 
toleration, doing as you please, 
letting down the bars of common 
decency and honesty. It doesn’t 
mean “Every fellow for himself 
and the devil take the hindmost.” 
To be liberal means to be open­ 
handed and big-hearted, generous; 
giving instead of taking; forgiving 
instead of pushing dowm; enlarg­ 
ing life instead of circumscribing 
it. 
In his plea for and definition of 
liberality, Paul repeats that eternal 
truth, “Be not deceived; God is 
not mocked; for whatsoever a man 
soweth, that shall he also reap.” 
Many folks never live to reap 
the harvests from their plantings 
of churches, of schools and libra­ 
ries, of teaching in Sunday school 
and many other acts of liberality 
and Christian freedom. 
But how fine it is to plant seeds 
that will insure a bountiful and 
beneficial harvest for our dear 
children and others to come after 
us—a harvest of happiness, of 
peace, of contentment — rather 
than to sow such seeds that those 
who follow us will in tears and 
bitterness of soul reap woe and 
want and wretchedness.
